HILDRETH CRACK OPPOSED ONLY BY BARNEY 
SCHREIBER’S SAGER. 

R. F. Carman Scores a Double with Magazine and 
Arcite — Novelty Beaten by Gauntlet — William 
Walker Buys Another Horse. 



New York, July 15.— Barney Sclireilier’s Sager was 
the <ml.v starter against S. C. Hildreth’s Dalmatian 
in the Iroquois Stakes of a mile and a quarter today 
ami tlie race proved easy for the sou of Ethclliert 
and Ionls. Jockey Shilling rated him along half a 
length in the lead to the stretch, then came away 
to win easily with plenty to spare. The three- 
quarter-mile handicap was scratched down to a Held 
of six. and. with Fits Herliert out of the way, it 
was considered an open race, with l>c Mund and 
Magazine, on which Shilling had the mount, equal 
post choices. Shilling hail 'Magazine off well, fol- 
lowed closely the fast pace of De Mund and drew 
into the lead when the Rainey sprinter quit in the 
stretch. .1. It. Keene’s Melisande ran to place after 
having lieoii closely pocketed h.v IX* Mund and Maga- 
zine on the haekstretch. 

The other handicap of the day saw the defeat of 
Novelty, the top weight and favorite. Gauntlet 
catching him in the final furlong and finishing the 
live and a half furlongs in 1:06}, the fastest time 
of the meeting. 

It. F. Carman took a second purse when Arcite, 
also ridden by jockey Shilling, easily disposed of 
Rockstono. Three went to the post, hut right after 
the break Orcagna stumbled and, going to his knees, 
unseated jockey Garner. Shawnee lieat the gate in 
the mile and twenty yards race and won all the 
way. while Fairy Story just . lasted to nose out 
Planter. This last named colt was sold to William 
Walker by John E. Madden before the race, llis 
performance was a good one and he came from far 
back to take second money. August Belmont’s 
Rogon was the favorite, but after opening a big 
gap in the early stages, he quit utterly in the 
at retch. 

At the close of tile present meeting the Quincy 
Stable will turn over Sandriau. Sir Raymond and 
Quincy Belle to Clint De Witt to be raced in Can- 
ada. 

W. P. Fine will ship Glorlo. Shackletou, Mongo- 
lian. Galtor and Halves to Saratoga at the close of 
the Empire City meeting and leave, the others of 
his string at Sheepshead Bay. 

John Whalen, trainer for August Belmont, has 
shipped the following horses from Sheepshead Bay to 
Saratoga: Footprint.

R. T. Wilson. Jr.’s Mexoaua was in a bad way 
after her accident in the race won by Cherryola 
Tuesday afternoon. The Ally’s stifle was knocked 
out of place and trainer Tom Healey is keeping 
Iter in her stall. An injury of this character, like a 
straining of the muscles surrounding the whirlltone, 
requires absolute rest. 

Trainer George Ham states that Ilanbridge has 
bad sesimoid trouble since he was a three-year-old. 
Anchylosis developed in the lower pastern of his off 
foreleg and the Banastar horse carries the foot as 
if it was nerved. The cushion of the Empire City 
track is of sufficient depth to suit Ilolle’s horse to 
a dot.

DEAD HEAT IN $50,000 RACE. 

Derby Winner Lemberg and Neil Gow Figure in Sen- 
sational Finish in Eclipse Stakes. j 

London. Eng.. July 15. — The twenty-third renewal 
of the Eclipse Stakes of 10,000 sovereigns, for three- 
anil four-year-olds, distance one mile and a quarter, 
was run at Sundown Park today. It was a splen- 
did race and resulted in a dead heat between the 
Derby winner. Lemberg, and Neil Gow, ridden by 
Danny Maher, the American jockey. Plaeidus 
finished third. The stakes were divided. Among 
the unplaced starters were Waldorf Astor’s Mirador 
and Saiamis. 

H. P. Whitney’s Borrow, by Hamburg — Forget, 
won the Great Kingston Two-Year-Old Plate, 500 
sovereigns, live furlongs. Braxted was second anil 
Charles Carroll’s Queen Tii third in a field of eleven.

STRIKING FALLING OFF IN VALUE OF TEN GREATEST STAKES 



It is indicative of the present state of racing in the United States to inspect the decline in returns from 
the greatest stakes of the American turf in the short space of four years. In illustration. Daily Racing 
Form has selected the ten stake races that produced the greatest' returns in the prosperous turf year of 
1!H»7 and here shows their decrease in value year by year. One of the ten — Saratoga’s Great Republic 
Stakes — was run for the last time that year. It was founded on the lines of the English “ten thousand 
pounders” when Mr. W. C. Whitney was directing affairs at Saratoga and was of the original gross value 
of. $.‘>0.0110. netting Delhi and Sysonbv $41,405 in 1004 and 1005 respectively. The Annual Cltampiim is au- 
nt iier of tlie great events of four years ago that has passed under the pressure of adverse conditions. So 
far the Futurity has held Its own lietter than any of the other great races of 1007 and. unless the Coney 
Island Jockey Club retires front racing, will probably continue to do so. The Coney Island Jockey Club 
Stakes is the race founded to take the place of the American Derby and for two years did so partially, 
hut is far front it now. Saratoga’s Hopeful Stakes, like the Futurity, lias, kept its value well and may 
return nearly as much next month as it did last year. The Belmont Stakes and the Lawrence Realization 
have fallen off sadly and it may be tlint neither will he run again. The point of emphasis now is that 
these ten events produced $19*1.870 for owners in 1907 and. with several not yet run and perforce estimated, 
cannot produee much over $75,000 in 1910.

It was in the Invincible Handicap that Ballot gave the racing public to understand that the enforced 
retirement of Peter Pan had not left the Keene stable without another three-year-old iu all rcs|iects able to 
take his place. Peter Pan had won the Brighton Handicap, at a mile and a quarter, iu 2:03%. witli 115 
pounds up. With two more pounds up Ballot won the. Invincible in exactly the same time and publicly 
demonstrated that there was practically no difference in the merits of the two grand colts. Incidentally, 
it was only by a nose that Ballot prevented Dandelion from winning the Invincible two years in succession.

LIVELY INTEREST AROUSED OVER MEETING 
SCHEDULED TO OPEN TODAY.

Detroit Turf Enthusiasts Hungry for Racing — Innova, 
tions and Improvements Made for Bet- 
terment of the Sport. ' j 



Detroit. Mich., July 15.— With Detroit turf enthu- 
siasts race hungry, prospects for the meeting sched- 
uled to open at Windsor tomorrow look exceed- 
ingly bright. The association has gone to some ex- 
pense iu remodeling the plant and has been liberal 
in the added money to the overnight races. Tlie 
policy of the club is to eater to the lietter class of 
horsemen and to improve the simrt from every angle. 
With this end in view the management lias beauti- 
fied the grounds, built alxiut the most inviting-look- 
ing paddock in the country and has provided the 
clubhouse grounds with pjctnresque flower beds and 
handsome lawns. The grandstand and surrounding 
buildings have been repainted and especial attention 
has been paid to the watering facilities, so that 
the track proper will be In excellent conditon for 
the meeting. Iu an effort to 'improve matters for 
the public the field liooks have been eliminated and 
the ring management has been given over to Mor- 
timer Mahoney, who has been in charge of this de- 
partment at the Woodbine track at Toronto for 
several seasons past. Mr. Mahoney opened head- 
quarters at the L’oiitoliartrain Hotel today. It is 
expected that, the move of the track management 
will Is- greatly appreciated by the layers, who have 
lieen debarred at many of the Canadian courses- 
frotn accepting the small play. 

Tomorrow’s program Is made up of eight races, 
with the Frontier Handicap and a steeplechase over 
the two-m.’lcs course offered as features. Eighty- 
six horses have lieen entered for the eight races 
and ‘lie fields are made up of some of the best 
raners on baud. There are plenty of jumpers here 
this summer uml it is the Intention of the dub to 
feature this liranch of the siiort. 

The Fort Erie delegation, which arrived on Wed- 
nesday, came over in two specials, while La ton in 
sent mi five carloads. Several stables also arrived 
from New York. Iu all there are about 500 horses 
on the grounds and there will be no lack of racing 
material. Tlie program Tjonk calls for seven races 
every day and on some occasions eight will he given. 
During the seven days that the meeting will occupy 
seven stakes will he run. the Frontier Handicap 
being worth $2,000 and the others $1,000. More 
Interest is being taken in the meeting by Detroit 
people than for several seasons past and the club- 
house contingent promises to be important. 

The track is probably at its best just now and 
with the weather forecast favoring bright skies a 
record-breaking attendance will probably turn out 
tomorrow. The Elks’ convention festivities have kept 
the local merchants pretty busy during the past 
week and it is now their turn to take a holiday. 

R. E. Watkins arrived this afternoon from New 
York with his stable. Mr. Watkins makes it a 
point to participate In the racing at Windsor every 
year. He claims that the trip here improves his 
horses and it would seem as if his assertion is cor-’ 
reet. as they generally go back to New York in 
winning form. Hugh Penny brought Sal Volatile 
from New York ia the same ear and his callable 
rider, J. Iteid, came to ride during the meeting. 

Belmont Rowe, son of James Rowe, trainer for 
James It. Keene, is here as the guest of Barry Lit- 
tlefield, trainer for Joseph E. Seagram. 

Francis J. Pons, of Jacksonville, is here* for the 
meeting. Air. Pons shipped six horses from Latonla 
in charge of Edward Trotter to race at Windsor, 
Fort Erie and Hamilton, after which they will go 
hack to Kentucky.

HARDSHIPS OF THE JOCKEY’S CALLING. 



Monetary Rewards Not Now as Remunerative as in 
the Golden Days of the American Turf. 

The actor who takes the part of a jockey in one 
of the successful plays of the season and tells of 
the hardships he endures in keeping down to Weight 
reaches the climax lty narrating how he once bail 
a glass of water and a caraway seed for breakfast 
and because the caraway seed lodged in a hollow 
tooth he was overweight and could not ride in an 
important race. This actor strained a point but did 
■ml go far iK-ynml the hounds of possibility. There 
is no calling in the world which demands more self- 
denial. and while in the golden days of the turf 
several of the knights of tin* pigskin earned splendid 
salaries most of them sacrificed health in the 
effort to outdo nature. 

The torture that McLaughlin. Fitzpatrick. Gaf- 
risnii. Murphy, Taral, Gritlin and others went through 
would make them martyrs in any other cause, and 
there are others who knew the pangs of hunger for 
iiiniitlis at a time and could not assuage them be- 
cause they were under ironclad contracts to lie fit 
and ready to ride at a certain weight whenever 
called upon. 

Tlie scale of weights in the United States calls 
for men of lighter build than those employed in 
England and France, and for several years boys who 
tipped the beam at more than lit* pounds have found 
little encouragement to continue tln-ir calling here 
and have gone abroad, when* they could not only 
earn higher wages but have a few creature comforts 
occasionally. 

In the lieyday of racing prosperity in America 
jockeys earned quite as large retainers here as in 
any country, hut now*adays there is no comparison 
la-tween wiiat a crack ruler may command for his 
services here and abroad. Turner, Maher. O’Neill, 
O’Uniiuor, Martin, Shaw, Miles, Lyne, Spencer, 
Sumter. Kadtke and McCormick are some of the 
American lads who have cast their lots on foreigu 
shores, and each autumn alter the .close of tin- 
regular season for European flat racing finds them, 
or rather a majority of them, returning home to 
spend the winter. Others, like Odom, Burns and 
Itoggclt. have forsaken their former calling and 
remained here, the first named training and owning 
a number of horses on the local tracks, while Burns 
is seriously contemplating the opening of a public 
training stable. 

Sloan was one of the fortunate fellows and never 
had to deny himself anything in the way of food. 
Nature east him in the perfect mould for a rider, 
and if he itad to ride today lie could make loo 
pounds without any trouble. There is no doubt 
i bat a modicum of his success was due to tills 
fact, for long fasts have a tendency to make a 
man irritable, and the successful rider must lie as 
cool as the proverbial cucumber in order to lie ready 
to take advantage of every opportunity which comes 
his way. 

No man alive in this country today suffered more 
than Jimmy McLaughlin did in the last half dozen 
years he was prominent as a rider. A mouthful of 
'champagne, a piece of steak anil a cracker or two 
were often all that would pass his lips for twenty- 
four hours and with tiiis were tedious miles on^ the 
road, his body swathed in heavy clothing. There 
were other hours of torture in Turkish luittis, where 
every ounce of flesh that came off felt as though 
it brought as nineb bone with it. 

McLaughlin and Fitzpatrick were great friends 
and they took much of their work together. Fitz 
was much taller than McLaughlin, but there was not 
a laiuiid between them when they were at their 
best. McLaughlin, though of tlie sturdier build, 
rode longer than his friend, who found the life of 
a starter more alluring than that of a jockey. 

Tlie opening of spring training frequently found 
laith of these crack riders weighing 150 pounds or 
more. Unlike many of tlie present-day Jockeys who 
keep in trim by taking part in winter meetings 
in various parts of the cftmitry, the old-time riders 
devoted their off months to pleasure and the result 
was six weeks or two months of agony when the 
spring came. 

Isaac Murphy, probably the greatest colored rider 
that ever lived and in his day the equal of any 
rider, black or white, in this country, was a tre- 
mendous sufferer from reducing. He was intended 
by nature to weigh about ltd pounds anil lie lived 
through tlie racing season on next to nothing. Cham- 
pagne was his favorite stimulant and t ills fact 
brought about the great jockey's undoing. 

He was under contract to J. B. Ilaggiu. the copper 
king, and was piloting the great horse Salvator 
and the |*eorless mare Firenze in the early ’nineties. 
The latter proha lily never had an equal as a weight- 
carrier for Imr inches, and Murphy, who was a con- 
summate artist, know her so perfectly that no 
burden seemed too great for her to shoulder and 
gallop to victory. In one of the Monmouth Dark 
fixtures she had been allotted a tremendous impost,, 
but the talent, who thought her invincible with 
Murphy in the saddle, made her favorite. 

The mare was winning when Murpliy swayed In 
tlie saddle and it looked for a moment as though 
lie would full off. Tea Tray caught her in the final 
strides and won the race. Murphy lurching forward 
and finally clasping tlie little mare around the neck, 
tailing to the ground a hundred yards after the 
finishing line had been passed. The rider’s lips 
were ashen and his saddle-colored face — Murphy 
had some white tdisid in his veins — was the hue of 
copper. There was almost a scandal over the race, 
lull tlie matter was hushed up. It was learned sub 
sequent!}’ that just as Murpliy was alamt to leave 
the jockey room to mount the mare his valet brought 

tlie jockey a pint of champagne, “with Mr. -’s 

compliments.” naming a well-known plunger who is 
still alive. Murphy drank the wine and was in a 
stupor fia - hours; in fact he never recovered his old 
buoyancy of spirits and lie rode less and less fre- 
quently. dying not long afterward in Kentucky, 
lie brooded constantly over the disgrace of falling 
from the hack of tlie mare he loved so well. 

Such an occurrence would lie imimsslble nowadays 
when jockeys are segregated and nobody lias commu- 
nication with them save in the presence of an otlieial. 
and then only on business. The rules of the Jockey 
flub demand that a rider go to his quarters as soon 
as lie arrives at the course and remain there until 
he is through for the day. Thus if a rider lias an 
engagement in the sixth race and in none of the 
other races, he is compelled liy the rules to put in 
his in the jockey quarters, where every pro- 

vision is made for tiis comfort. 

A gentleman who spent the last winter in Switzer 
land told of tlie way in which Mailer ami Martin, 
the American jockeys now riding abroad, spend 
their o If hours. Martin, for several winters, has 
either won or been close up in tin- great contests 
for tlie bobsled championship at St. Moritz and 
Davos, and Maher, not to lie outdone, succeeded in 
capturing the bine rihlmn of the bobsled world this 
year. But it was another game than Imbsledding 
that tiiis gentleman had high praise for. and this 
was nothing less than using skiis and riding behind 
a fleet liorsc in a mail dash over the mountain roads 
or cn the specially laid out track in front of tlie 
Grand Hotel. 

Malmr and Martin in searching for something new 
finally made a novel match. There were two young 
women who were excellent performers on skiis and 
tlie jockeys selected two of the fastest horses, 
saddled and bridled them as though for a race, 
with the addition of a collar, traces and whitfletrec. 
With a young woman on skiis dinging to tin- whit- 
fletree, two of the I icst riders in the world tore 
around Hie frozen oval amid great cheering. Each 
jockey rode his best and the contest was very close, 
Maher finally winning the race liv a small margin. 

The gentleniiiii who gave the writer the luforma 
t ion detailed almve was i iithusiastic in praise of 
the s|Mirt. He said that he got many tumbles in 
the deep snow while la-coming expert, hut that the 
fun In- got out of it amply repaid him. It appears 
that tin- horses are soecially trained for the sport 
mid thiy go tamely enough when journeying away 
from home, lint when once turned around they put 
forth their best endeavors, and it takes some clever- 
ness to cling to the reins with one hand and to tlie 
whittle tree with tlie other. The sensation of slipping 
swiftly over the ground is described as most ex- 
hiiaratillg. 

In no department of racing as it is now conducted 
has there la-ell such marked deterioration as in the 
quality of horsemanship shown. Ten or twelve 
years ago a glance at the jockey hoard in an import 
ant race would have revealed such names as Sloan, 
Turner. Simms. Odom. Burns. Doggett. Lewis. Taral. 
O't'oiinnr. Shaw. O’Neill. Biiilinmi. I’iggott. Clayton, 
l’erkins and others, ail stars and anyone of them 
the equal of any rider wearing colors today. Now. 
after Shilling and Dugan are named, there are no 
stars, though McGee, Butwcll, Garner and one or 
two others give promise. 

Gainer lias in him the making of a clever rider, 
mid so lias the newcomer. Thomas, a tiny colored 
lmv from California who can ride at eighty -seven 
pounds and who reminds old-timers of Pike Barnes 
in the palmy days when In- came to Monmouth Park 
with Bill Scully and rode Hypocrite and Lottie Wall 
lor tin- t lien handsome young Kentuckian mol later 
on won both the Junior Championship and Futurity 
for Sam Bryant with the angular lint speedy Proc- 
tor Knott. Thomas lias tlie high color mid straight 
hair which betokens Indian blood. 

With racing under a temporary cloud there is not 
tin- money to lie earned by riders in America, and 
it is only natural that tlie good jockcvs should go 
where the emoluments are greatest. That a liettcr 
dav for racing in the i'nlteil States is coming is 
the general opinion of those who have their ear to 
tlie ground. The sport is ton impulur witli the 
masses to remain long dormant, and perhaps tin day 
Will enme when the best of tin- American horn riders 
will return t" tin- courses where they learned the 
rudiments of tlie horsemanship which lias made them 
great in their calling. — New York Sun.

— Col. Milton Young’s 
thoroughbred stallion. Woolstliorpe, died yesterday 
at the* farm of John D. Carr, near this city. Wools- 
tborpe was twenty-two years old, mid his death was 
due to old age- mid. the excessive heat. Woolstliorpe 
was bred In England by the late Priuee Snltykoff. 
and was a bay Dorse by TIbthorpe (son of the Derby 
anil St. Leger winner. Voltigeurt, out of Light of 
Other Days, by Knife, a high-class race horse. 
Woolstliorpe was raced in England by Ids breeder 
for sen seasons. As a two-year-olil lie started four 
times, running second for the Clearwell Stakes, 
third for the Rous Memorial and in a handicap, 
ami was unplaced once. Thereafter lie was an an- 
nual winner for seven seasons, capturing the Isle- 
ham Plate at Newmarket twice, tlie Crawford Plate 
at Newmarket, the Fullerton Handicap, etc., de- 
feating Sainfoin (Derby winner >, Best Man. Peri- 
gord. Worcester and other good ones. lie also ran 
many creditable place races, including second for 
tlie Crawford Plate, twelve starters, second for the 
Great Eastern Railway Handicap, twenty starters, 
carrying sixteen pounds more than the winner; 
second for the All Aged Stakes. Snailwell Stakes. 
July Handicap and Challenge Plate. Here is his 
turf record, and in many respects it is remarkable:
